The inside finish is oak with maple 
floors, sido walls harel finish with bur­ 
lap dado extending from thebnsebonrd 
to a height of six feet.

ing has .twenty rooms, an assembly 
hall and the main auditorium, the lat 
tor having a seating capacity of f>00 
The first llootyor basement, is giv 
en up to toilet, and bathrooms, on 
gino room, lQoker rooms and gym­ 
nasium. Tho second and third stories 
are divided into recitation rooms. The 
library is on. tho sccond floor and is n 
spacious apartment well 
arranged 
while the assembly liall *is on tho 
third floor. 
The main auditorium 
on the fourth floor is reached by 
stairways on each side of tho build­ 
ing. Tho platform is in tlio.soutlii end 
of tho hall and tlio seats aro arrang­ 
ed on three sides of tho rostrum. Tho 
fixtures have brackets, for both gas 
and electricity nnd.the equipment of 
the building is superb.

'‘Patrons come to mo ever.y tl-ay 
and sa.v that tJie drawers of dressers 
and other furniture stick fast and 
can not he opened fir shut without 
groat tliffieulty,” .said tho “complaint 
man” in a downlown furniture stove. 
‘This is a trouble with mneh ftirni- 
ture, ^speeially I hat which is n(;\v, 
aitd IS especially common in the. 
spring. 


“ What do wc do in .such cases? 
We simply tell the customers to wet 
the surface of a bar of common laun- 
dr.r' soap and rub it firmly over the 
parts of the w'ood that stick. 
This 
makes the> surface smooth and slip- 
pei'y, and in 
nearl.y all 
cases the 
drawer will slide easily, eH))ccially af­ 
ter it has bceji opeiied and shut a few 
time«. 


“This also is valuable with doors 
which, in new ilats, are liktdy to set­ 
tle or apt to scrapo at the top as 
tho building settles. 
Just use soap 
on them anti save the trouble of call­ 
ing in a carpenter who will plane the 
varnish olF. 


“Cluna cabinet doors, with curved 
glass cauao us lota of trouble, but 
most of tlw tightness can bo reniedied 
b.y the use of soap, and a few appli 
ctitions of sandpaper.” 


The furniture, man gave another 
“helpful hint.” 


“If ^ litiissioui fiirniture, with the 
dull finish, loses its smooth surface 
and characteristic wax,y appearance,” 
bo .said, “do not despair and send it 
to, tho renovator. Take a pound cake 
of common fioor w'ax itnd rub it over 
the .surface until the finish is rostor 
ed. If you have no floor wax nse 
beeswax, and if you prefer somC' 
thing mado ospeciall,y for tho pur 
po.se, you can buy liquid' prépara 
tions, one of which will remove the 
old linish, leaving the table top or 
other ob,iect ready for the application 
of tho other substance, which will 
duidicato tho original finish.”
